2. Background: Executive Order 12196, entitled "Occu- 
pational Safety and Health Programs for Federal Employees" 
and 29 CFR 1960, "Basic Program Elements for Federal Employee 
Occupational Safety and Health Programs" specify that agency 
heads may establish occupational safety and health committees 
to monitor and assist an agency's safety and health program. 
These issuances also grant authority to the Secretary of 
Labor to conduct unannounced inspections of Agency workplaces 
where such committees are not established or fail to meet 
minimum requirements. ; 


3. Staff Position: The Agency's Safety Committee which 
has been in existence for many years has been reorganized 


- along the lines suggested in the Executive Order and 29 CFR 1960 


consistent with our mission and size. The Committee prepared 
the attached charter to assist it in monitoring the Agency's 
Safety Program and to maintain an open channel of communication 
between employees and management concerning safety and health 
matters in Agency workplaces. “4

Monitor the performance of the Agency's Safety and 
Health Program and make policy recommendations on operation 
of the program. : 


Maintain a channel of communication. between employees 
and management concerning matters of safety and health in 
Agency workplaces. 


III. Membership . 


The Chairman of the Committee is the Associate Deputy 
Director for Administration and the remaining membership 
includes a management and an employee representative from 
the following components: 


Intelligence Community Staff 
DCI/DDCI Area 

Administration Directorate 
National Foreign Assessment Center 
Operations Directorate 

Science and Technology Directorate 


Each management representative should be at the Directorate 
Executive Officer level or equivalent and the employee repre- 
sentative should be a non-management employee. These members 
are appointed by heads of appropriate components. -
